The Feliks Dzierzynski Academy for the Polish Army's political officers (Ak d-\ 
Wojskcwo~Polityczna)in Warsaw was founded in 1951. According to plan, its 
courses were to last three years, hut the time has been reduced to two years, 
at least for the first classes. The first graduation took place, therefore, on 
1 September 1953 for the 73 students of the first class* 

Hex* year's class numbers, at present, 127 students who will probably take their 
final examinations in September 1954. Students in the new class, which vas to 
start at the end bf September 1953, hare been selected and hare receired their 
orders o 

After leaving the academy, the former students are assigned to several months 1 
probationary duty in lower political officer positions! in various regiments* 

Those who make a success bf this probationary duty are considered for assignment 
as political officers to regimental and higher staffs. 

At the formal graduation which terminated the first class 1 studies at the academy, 
the introductory speech was made by the head of the academy. Colonel (fnu) Stan- 
kiewicZo In the speech, the shortening of the length of the course was explained 
as being due to "the urgent necessity for political education of the Folisn 
Peopled Army** 1
